Lord Rosebery Tells the Lords Britain Has 


Avoided Advising Siam. 


London, July 27.—In the House of Lords 


the Earl of Rosebery, Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, said he could not make a 
full statement regarding Siamese affairs until 
he received a report from Lord Dufferin, the 
British Ambassador to Frande, as to what 
had taken place at his second interview with 
M. Develle, the French Foreign Minister. 
This interview took place yesterday and the 
report of the British Ambassador was not yet 
at hand. The Earl assured the House he had 
no reluctance to take the members into his 
confidence, but he could not give the desired 
information solely because M. Develle had 
not been able to receive Lord Dufferin until 
yesterday. He added it might be desirable 
again to define the attitude of the govern- 
ment, 
: m the outset of the trouble GreatBritain 
refused to intervene in the dispute, upon 
the merits of which the government did not 
feel called upon to express an opinion. It had 
therefore confined itself to providing for the 
safety of British lives and mterests in Bang- 
kok.

LOOKSTAEDT OARBIES AWAY MUOH 
OF HIS DISHONEST GAINS. 


His Forgeries Now Said to Be Nearly 
Double the First Estimate—He Buys 
Machinery, Supplies, and Everything 
Else on Credit and Holds Out the Cash 
Received from Banks and Broker 
Some of the Latter Decline to Discuss 
the Case or Mention Losses. 


Yesterday’s developments in the Charles C. 
Lockstaedt forgeries, the story of which was 
told in yesterday's Tanz, indicate that the 
missing man was even more successful than 
was supposed. It is now'said that he took 
with him a sum variously estimated at from 
$25,000 to $50,000. Notes amounting to 
nearly $75,000, which are declared to be 
forgeries, were traced yesterday. Lockstaedt 
realized more than three-quarters of their 
face value. How much paper Lockstaedt suc- 
ceeded in placing cannot be definitely ascer- 
tained, There is reason to believe the amount 


is large, but some of the money lenders will 


say nothing about it. 

The developments also indicate Lockstaedt 
had confederates. One of the forged notes 
was paid at a bank in this city at maturity by 
aman who represented himself to be from 
the Westinghouse Electric company.

Semi-Official Declaration of France’s In- 
tention—Dufferin Meets Develle. 

Pants, July 27.—Lord Dufferin, the British 
Ambassador, had a conference with M. De- 
velle, the Foreign Minister, this morning, 
This afternoon*the following semi-official 
statement was issued : 

If may be taken for granted that France intends 
in the first place to settle the question of treaty 
violation and national dignity which have been 
created by Siam’s attitude. France’s rule of 
action will be not to allow any foreign interfer- 
ence in this matter. 

The Petit Parisien today publishes a dis- 
patch from St. Petersburg which says the 
Czar has ordered Vice-Admiral Tirtoff, com- 
mander of the Russian Pacific squadron, to 
proceed to Siam with all available speed. It 
is understood in St. Petersburg that Russia 
intends to observe a neutral attitude in the 
Franco-Siamese dispute. 

The French cruiser Laperouge has been 
ordered to reinforce the blockading squadron 
off the Siamese coast. The Debats today fore- 
shadows the occupation of Battambang and 
Angkor in August. 

The Havas agency has received this dis- 
patch from Saigon: 

The opinion here is that military operations 
will follow the blockade to secure to France 
material guarantees. English traders in 
Singapore are indignant, and protest that the 
blockade will cut off communication with the 
English and German houses in Bangkok. 
Hongkong traders, on the other hand, expect 
great increase of business from the closing of 
the Bangkok market. They hope to send 
large supplies to Saigon as the French basis 
of hostilities.

Wasmans- 
dorff & Heinemann, it is said, let him have 
$7,500 on the $15,000 note, and from the 
capitalist Brown it is thought he received a 
larger proportion for the $10,000 note dis- 
counted by him. 

„I think Leckstaedt got nearly $100,000 
in money,“ said D. H. Tolman, President of 
the Chicago Trust and Savings Bank. “I 
believe he took a great share of it with him.

How a Pittsburg Bank Discovered the 
: Notes Are Forgeries, 

Prrrsnund, Pa., July 27.—[Special.]—The 
People’s National Bank is the correspondent 
of the Metropolitan National of Chicago. 
This is the institution. which received for col- 
lection Lockstaedt’s forged note for $2,500 
and discovered it was bogus. T. P. 
Day, cashier, said this evening he 
suspected the fraud because Westing- 
house paper always bore two signatures 
instead of one and is not of the regular Penn- 
sylvania form. He said neither his nor any 
other bank in Pittsburg would be losers 
through the forgeries. The first note was 
given to an attorney for the Metropolitan Na- 
tional Bank, who came here on being notified 
of the worthlessness of the paper. It had 
been paid by an interior bank in Illinois, the 
location or name of which Mr. Day 
did not remember. He was asked if 
a second note had been presented in 
person and paid to a man by his bank, and 
answered: No, it would be foolish for any 
one to attempt to pass a bogus Westinghouse 
note, the style of making it being too well 
known. I repeat, no bank here is a loser.“

Last night’s 
dodge of running passenger trains through 
without stopping worked all right, but the 
crowd appointed an executive committee, 
made up a train of eight empty freight cars, 
and notified the Union Pacific that they ex- 
pected to be hauled out in these cars or they 
would throw all the switches tonight, and 
block traffic. Orders from Omaha were re- 
ceived to take them out. Every effort is 
being made to get idle men out of town. 
About 600 went today. 

Tomorrow morning the outdoor camp at 
River Front Parks, under military rule, will 
be opened. The unemployed were fed as 
usual at three or four places today and there 
was no disturbance, 

While the mob was hanging and brutally 
dragging the body of Dan Arata through 
the muddy streets last night a robber entered 
the office of the assistant cashier of the Den- 
ver Tramway company and at the point of a 
revolver demanded that he open the safe and 
deliver over the cash. The cashier grabbed a 
revolver and fired at the robber, who returned 
the shot. Several rounds were fired, but as 
no officer was within a quarter of a mile of 
the scene the robber escaped. 


WILL AID THEIR KANSAS BRETHREN. 
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Rich Hill Miners Strike for an Increase in 
Wages. 

Rica Hit, Mo., July 27.—A general strike 
of all the miners of this district was inau- 
gurated today. The men want the privilege of 
organizing themselves into unions; they want 
an increase of wages; and they want to aid 
their Kansas brethren. From 1,800 to 2,000 
men are out. 

Kansas Crry, Mo., July 27.—This is the 
day set for the eviction of 100 miners from 
the operators’ houses at Litchfield and trouble 
may result if the attempt is made. It is not 
expected that more blacks will arrive before 
next week. The miners are talking 
today of an effort to arrange 
with the twenty-seven small operators to begin 
work. They say if the coal operators will 
unite and agree upon a satisfactory price they 
can ignore the big four, as they call Keith & 
Perry, the Kansas and Texas Coal company, 
the Missouri Pacific, and the Santa Fé. The 
rate proposed will probably be 55 cents in 
summer and 68 in winter per ton.

Davis, but Mr. Hunter, it seems, had ex- 
pected to be her attendant and was angered 


when Davis superseded him. When the two. 


met in the ball-room Hunter made a remark 
regarding Miss Crenshaw which Davis con- 
strued as slighting. He demanded an uncon- 
ditional apology, which was refused, and then 
drew his glove to strike Hunter in the face 
with it, Hunter cried: 

„% Stop! I consider your glove thrown and 
will return it wrapped around a bullet.”’ 

The two young men with their friends re- 
tired from the ball-room, and Barchard Mc- 
Simm was chosen to represent Davis and 
Paul McCow Hunter. A duel was quickly 
arranged, Hunter choosing revolvers. At 4 
o’clock in the morning the principals and 
their seconds met at the Nantura Farm. At 
the first fire neither was hit, although a bullet 
went through Hunter’s hat. Both demanded 
a second fire. When the smoke had cleared 
away Hunter was found to be stretched out 
on the ground with a bullet through his side. 
He arose, however, and demanded that the 
fight proceed. This request the seconds re- 
fused to vonsider, and the honor of both con- 
testants was declared vindicated. Hunter 
will recover, his injury being a flesh wound. 
Both principals and seconds will be arrested.

CHICAGO CLEARING-HOUSE CERTIFI- 
CATES. 

Yesterday afternoon the Clearing-House As- 
sociation of this city decided to authorize the 
issue of clearmg-house certificates, following 
the exampleset by New York six weeks pre- 
viously. It 1 understood this action was 
taken in response to representations by lead- 
ing merchants that it was advisable to pro- 
vide more fully than hitherto for the extend- 
ing of mutual support in case of more severe 
pressure, though that is not apprehended, 
The action was similar to that of the New 
York bankers, a committee being authorized 
to receive from banks which are members of 
the association bills ‘receivable and other 
securities to be approved by said commit- 
tee, who shall be authorized to issue 
therefore to such depositing banks loan 
certificates bearing interest at 7 per cent 
perannum. Such loan certificates shall not 
be in excess of 75 per cent of the market 
value of the securities or bills receivable so 
deposited, and such certificates shall be re- 
ceived and paid in settlement of balances at 
the clearing-house. ' ~ 
The resolve thus taken does not necessarily 
mean that any such loan certificates shall be 
issued. There is some reason to think they 
will not be needed. Certainly the position of 
the banks of this city two weeks ago, as re- 
ported to the Controller, was exceptionally 
strong and there is no ground to suppose 
it is less so now. Collectively they 
held a reserve of nearly 6 per cent 
in excess of the 26 per cent re- 
quired by law. Nothing has occurred since 
then to weaken their strength, and they have 
not. responded less freely to the demands of 
the business public for accommodation. But 
merchants and manufacturers haye been 
obliged to work in very close quarters, and it 
is felt to be highly desirable they should be 
dealt with alittle more liberally in future. 
Should the financial stringency be materially 
relaxed this welcome change could be effected 
without the issue of certificates; if otherwise, 
the arrangement will enable the banks to aid 
the current of legitimate business more freely 
without endangering their own position in 
doing so. Hence the step is a highly judicious 
one, and must be commended as calculated to 
obviate some of the worst of the close- 
ness in the money market which has been 
caused by unwise financial legislation. 

A rumor to the effect that this action would 
be taken caused a little flurry in the morning 
markets, both for produce and securities, be- 
cause of a disposition to regard it as a con- 
fession of weakness. But this view of the case 
was not a correct one. The banks could have 
continued in their recent policy without risk 
to themselves or their depositors, but they 
were anxious to be able to deal more gener- 
ously with the borrowing class, so as to foster 
the turning of the wheels of commerco and 
enable the current of business to flow more 
smoothly as well as in larger volume than 
during the last two or three months. So the 
action was a proof of strength and of a deter- 
mination to use it for good purpose, not a 
sign of apprehension on the part of those who 
took part in it. 


CUT DOWN THE EXPENSES. 

Several weeks ago the World’s Fair Direct- 
ors said that the daily expenses of the Exposi- 
tion could not be brought below $15,000 a 
day, but that they must be reduced to that 
figure. Has that been done? If not it is high 
time that it should be.. It may be also that 
upon further investigation the directors will 
find that it will be possible to get along for 
less than $15,000 a day. If so, then thé oper- 
ating expenses should be cut down at once to 
the smaller sum, whatever it may be. 

The daily disbursements are almost entire- 
ly for wages. The pay of the guards now on 
duty amounts to a little over $3,000 a day. 
There are a great number of clerks and work- 
men employed. The directors may find when 
they examine closely that there are more 
clerks, guards, and workmen than are neces-

and their wages saved, It may seem to some 
a matter of no importance if a few more men 
than are required should be employed at a 
great World’s Fair, but the success of great 
financial enterprises depends on petty econo- 
mies even as the success of small enterprises 
does. 

Furthermore there are manifest reasons 
why the directors should practice rigid 
economy. Up to date the attendance at the 
Fair has not been equal to the oversanguine 
hopes of some people last year. Whether 
that has happened because the railroads have 
not done their duty or is dué to some other 
cause makes no difference, The only point | 
to be considered is that the receipts have not 
been as heavy as was expected. It is more 
than probable that as the season wears on, 
and the Fair draws to a close, the attendance 
will be very large, especially if the railroads 
are decent. But it is not safe to act as if it 
were absolutely certain that that will be the 
case, and that September and October will be 
immensely profitable months. Just now 
people are not feeling very rich or cheerful. 
Work is not overabundant and money is 
scarce. Congress could improve the situation 
immensely in August if it chose to do so, but

This is not enough, but it seems to be 
the managers of the Western lines will coh- 
cede. They have great ideas in regard to the 
volume of short distance transportation and 
want to get out of it all they can, claiming 
that people who reside within two or three 
hundred miles of Chicago will visit the Fair 
anyway, and that those of them who will not 
pay the rates now decided on would not be at- 
tracted by a cheaper rate. In this they may 
be mistaken, and if so will have to bear the 
consequences of their own folly in refusing to 
see that present stringent conditions of the 
money market form an argument in favor of 
low rates which is of far more consequence 
than is the pride of a few railroad officials 
who persist in closing their eyes to the facts 
of the situation. 

There remains now the prospect that the 
public will show these railroad people they 
have not calculated correctly, and that any- 
thing more than one fare for the round trip 
will not stimulate the business to the extent 
hoped for. In such case the rates have to 
come down. They could not be held up any 
more than the price of silver could be fixed 
at $1.29 per ounce by a resolve that the figure 
named is its real value. Indeed, it is hinted 
that one line has reserved to itself the right to 
put into effect whatever rates it may deem 
necessary five weeks hence, but by that time 
the Fair will be two-thirds over, and the pig- 
headed policy of these short-sighted railroad 
officials will have resulted in a loss of much 
travel that would otherwise have regarded the 
Fair as its objective point. Then they will 
have to make practical confession they were 
in the wrong, and will have lost much of the 
opportunity for repairing the blunder. In 
this they will fare no better than did their 
predecessors of 1876, who held out for high 
rates in connection with the Philadelphia 
Centennial, saw they had blundered, and then 
got a good business at low figures, but it did not 
compensate for the time they had fooled away 
earlier. 

The agreement to charge anything more 
than half rates is nothing better than a rope 
of sand, and ought to be broken at once. 
There are some lines the officials of which are 
understood to be anxious for a chance to 
break it, so far as they themselves are con- 
cerned. They have got the chance now, and 
may not find a better one. The people want 
them to come down fairly and squarely to a 
half rate, and will remember them if they 
don’t. There is yet time to devote half the 
Fair season to serving the public at the same 
rates that have been freely proffered for 
minor gatherings without the asking. The re- 
maining three months are sufficient to carry 
here all who want to visit the Fair at reason-

UNION WORKMEN AND CHEAP DOLLARS. 

Whenever a city employer asks his work- 
men to consent to as small a cut in their wages 
as 5 per cent they refuse unanimously. Gen- 
erally they prefer to go on a strike fight 
for what they claim to be their rights. Even 
when they are intelligent enough to see that 
the conditions are such that they ought to 
make concessions, and will have to do so 
finally, they yield with reluctance, And the 
moment they see a favorable opportunity they 
demand a return to the old wages. 

Since the union workmen are so resentful 
of asmall, almost imperceptible, reduction of 
their pay how will they feel if it is cut down 
suddenly 50 per cent, not by the act of their 
employers, who will regret it because they, 
too, are injured, but by the act of a Congress 
which these very workingmen elected because 
its members pledged themselves so solemnly 
that they would do nothing to lower the wages 
of labor? 

Supposing that, as the sudden result of free 
coinage or as the slower but no less certain 
result of a persistence in silver purchases, the 
country were to drop to 50-cent silver dollars. 
Then the shopkeepers, big and little, would 
aouble the price of everything they had to 
sell, insisting that they were entitled to twice 
as many 50-cent silver dollars as they used to 


get gold dollars, and yet, at the same time, 


they would pay their debts to those whom 
they owed for their goods with 650-cent legal 
tender dollars instead of 100-cent gold dol- 
lars. While the manufacturer would double his 
prices on goods to be sold thereafter, all 
who owed him money would pay it in depre- 
ciated dollars and he would lose half of what 
was due him. His bank account would shrink 
a thalf. The employers being such heavy 
losers and their business affairs being so 
rudely interfered with would not voluntarily 
pay their workmen twice as many 560-cent 
dollars as they had been paying them 100- 
cent dollars. 

They would say to the trades unions: “ We 
have made agreements with you as to wage 
scales for a year. You have promised to 
work for us at so many dollars per day. We 
are ready to live up to our contracts and to 
pay you that number of legal tender dollars. 
We expect you to stick to your bargain. We 
are not responsible for what Congress has 
done. We have suffered by it ourselves. Bear 
the loss with us. t | 

Of course the men would not agree to this. 
All wage-scale agreements, whether made by 
iron and steel associations, carpenters, brick- 
layers, or railroad men, would be repudiated 
at once, and there would be a multitude of 
grand strikes. Employers would ‘be willing, 
as they were during the war, while greenbacks 
were depreciated, to muke some increase in 
the nominal wages of their men, but they would 
refuse, as they did then, to put them just 
where they were before the currency was 
depreciated. Nor could they try it 
ing up and down the. manufacturer, who has 
to take all the hazards, seeks to insure him.

THE TUGS AND THE SMOKE NUISANCE 

The tugmen have returned to the use of 
soft coal, and are as great a nuisance ag they 
ever were. It is difficult to cross a bridge 
without being half suffocated with the filthy 
smoke from the tugs. The owners of build- 
ings, seeing that the tugmen can violate the 
law with seeming impunity, naturally feel 
tempted to do likewise. During the close of 
the navigation season last year hard coal was 
burned on the tugs. The owners say they 
cannot do so now because “the times are 
hard’’; that they cannot afford to stand the 
loss due to the use of the more expensive 
fuel, and that they cannot increase their tow- 
ing charges so as to make their customers 
pay the extra cost of hard coal. 

“Hard times are not au excuse for com- 
mitting a nuisance, Neither the law courts 
nor the public will accept that plea. If it is 
held to be good in the case of the tugmen it 
must be in that of all others, and every man 
accused of violating the smoke ordinance 
must be allowed to go free because it might 
cost him something to comply with the law, 
and these are hard times. 7 

Neither the Smoke Prevention Society nor 
the city authorities should be moved by the 
arguments of these tugmen, who have for 
years been able to evade compliance with the 
law by means of ex@uses, evasions, promises, 
and entreaties. Thereis no truth in them. 
Whenever a tug is seen smoking its owner 
should be prosecuted. There should be daily 
suits. Of course appeals will be taken. 
Crowded as the docket is some months may 
pass before the cages are reached in the Crim- 
inal Court. There Will be further appeals to 
the Supreme Court. But the tugmen know 
that that tribunal will decide against them as 
it has done before, and that the inevitable out- 
come of these suits, if the authorities do their 
duty, will be the enforced payment of thou- 
sands of dollars in fines, for the payment of 
which they will havé had to give security. 

When the tugmen are convinced that the 
authorities will prosecute them to the bitter 
end they will knuckle down and obey the law. 
They think that they will be abie by bluffing 
or begging to have their own way now as they 
have generally had it in the past. A little 
firmness on the part of the authorities will 
convince them that they are mistaken. 


THE TR N A NUTSHELL, 
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Trade, published in yesterday s Trrsune, on 
the real remedy for the existing monetary 
stringency contains the statemeut that 
“the undermining of confidence and 
“depression in business now being ex 
 perienced is due to the enormous increase 
in the circulating medium of low value as 
compared with the money standard of the 
“ civilized world,“ is the most terse exposition 
of the case that has ever appeared in print. 
It tells in a few words the cause of the whole 
trouble—namely: lack of confidence in the 
value of the vast mass of silver money in 
circulation and stored in the Treasury vaults, 
this lack of confidence being due to knowl- 
edge of the fact that the silver dollar is a 
token for nearly one-half its nominal or face 
value, and good only for the other half except 
as its redemption in gold may be guaranteed. 
That is just what is the matter,” and the 
Board of Trade not only recognizes the true 
character of the trouble, but asks for a rem- 
edy at once simple and efficacious. This ac- 
tion is all the more importantas it is taken 
by the representative commercial body of the 
second city in the Union. It should be ac- 
cepted as a pattern by all therest. Every 
board of trade and other commercial and 
financial organization in the United States 
ought to take up and pass that preamble and 
resolutions, and forward them to their Repre- 
sentatives and Senators in Washington with a 
request that they work for the passage of a 
measure embracing those features of financial 
reform. 


THE MAYOR’S LAST PROCLAMATION. 

On the 13th of May the Mayor issued a proc- 
lamation calling the attention of people to 
various city ordinances which he desired 
them to obey. Among them was one forbid- 
ding the mixing of ashes and garbage. He 
intimated that if his appeal to the household- 
ers’ respect for law and love of cleanliness 
produced no effect the ordinances would have 
to be enforced by policemen and with fines. 
His appeal was not a successful one if some 


dermen deny the correctness of this state- 
ment, but the Mayor evidently believes it, for 
he has issued another proclamation, in which 
he says: 

The people have given so little heed to the rec- 
ommendations contained in my former 

tion that in pursuance of a fixed determination 
on the part of the Executive to see that this 


‘ordinance is obeyed the police are 


dered to distribute to every business rT 

to every residence in this city a printed copy of . 
this proclamation, and are hereby commanded 
to begin and prosecute in the police courts pro- 
ceedings for all violations of the foregoing ordi- 
nance. 

And the public are hereby. agam solemnly 
warned that infractions of this ordinance will 
not be tolerated. 

This was issued Wednesday. Therefore 
within a day or twoa copy of it will be left 
at every house. Servants should not throw 
these handbills away, but give them to their 
mistresses. Husbands should not jump at 


the conclusion that they are advertisements of 


dry good stores or groceries and throw them 
into the street unread. If they have been 
breaking the ordinances referred to by the 
Mayor they should see to it that the offense is 
not repeated, for the Mayor says they shall 
be prosecuted if it is. 8 

No one doubts the Mayor’s determination 


to enforce the law, nor is there any reason to 


fore if there are no-prosecutions next week

paring to meet it. Knowing from experience 


they put in anybody but themselves on cer- 
tain occasions, he prepares himself for the 
strain to which he knows he will be subjected 
by increasing his reserves. 

The only way to do that is to make fewer 
new loans when old ones are paid, and to be 
even more certain than usual that the money 
he does lend will be paid without fail at the 
proper moment. The result is that the specu- 
lative class of customers whose business is 
nearly all done on credit gets little or no ac- 
commodation from the banks. The persons 
who do business half on their own capital and 
half on credit get much less assistance than 
usual from the banks, and sometimes none. 

Thereupon there is an immediate outéry 
against the banks. They are charged with 
creating a stringency in the money market. 
It is asserted that their overtimidity is crip- 
pling business and bringing on the evils the 
bankers profess to apprehend. They are told 


have been doing and loan freely to business- 
men instead of locking up their cash in 
their vaults confidence would return. 

If the banks felt that that was a safe policy 
they certainly would follow it. They do not 
like to see piles of idle money in their vaults. 
They make their living by loaning money and 
discounting paper. r is it pleasant for 
those in charge of banking institutions to be 
charged with being responsible for “ hard 
times and the cause of business failures. 
They would much rather be popular than un- 
popular with their patrons and customers. 

Yet they know that if they yield to public 
sentiment and loan freely the money which 
has been put in their hands for safe keeping 
to be repaid on demand it is likely 
they will come to sudden grief. They 
know that no one can pry into the future and 
find out whether the stringency of the mo- 
ment isa mere flurry which will pass off in a 
few weeks or whether it will run its painful 
course for months or years. Being ignorant 
on that point it is to their interest to put 
the:nselves on the safe side, They know that 
it is impossible to reason with depositors 
when they get a fixed idea that they must 
draw out their money. Hence it is wisest to 
have it ready for them, if possible. 

Of the numerous banks which have sus- 
pended payment the great majority have 
done so because they put too much confidence 
in the calm common sense of depositors and 

‘their liability to get nervous and scared by 
having their funds where they could get at 
them at any moment. Had they loaned less 
they would have been abused. Having loaned 
too much on time they have come to grief. 
The banker’s life is not one of unmixed pleas- 
ure or repose. 


Iy Commissioner St. Clair has any ap-

When she heard the shot she 
concluded that Roseman had killed himself. 
She asked a saloonkeeper near by to eearch 

he sed and she returned 
home. The girl’s story is credited and Rose- 
man, it is believed, shot himself. A revolver 
was found near his side. 

A St. Louis dispatch says that Edward 
Roseman is a brotherof Frank P. Roseman, 
a prominent real estate dealer. His father 
was one of the wealthiest shoe dealers in St. 
Louis. Edward was the youngest son 
and on the death of his father 
started out to see the world. He drank pesvily, 
but during his short periods of reform would 
be received back in society on account of his 
family connections and entlemanly bear- 
ing.

JOHN M’GRATH TAKEN TO JOLIET, 


His Friends Attempt to Take Him from the 
Train, but Are Repulsed. 

John McGrath, leader of the Mortel-Mc- 
Grath gang of burglars, was taken to Joliet 
yesterday morning by Jailer Morris to begin 
his term of twenty-five years. With him were 
nineteen other criminals of more or less note, 
convicted of every crime in the category.
